The Premier reiterated that British 
preference would remain a part of 
the government policy, but said he 
could conceive a wide field for re- 
ciprocity. 

Graham on the Lords 

The Hon. Mr. Graham said he con- 
sidered that the Canadian constitution 
was preferable to that of Britain. The 
method of appointment to the Senate 
may ‘be faulty but he objected to a 
man being born to the Legislature, 
and instanced as disereditable some of 
the peers, who recently came to vote 
and did not know their way into the 
house. 

‘Before leaving Weyburn, the pre: 
mier congratulated them on the fact 
that politics did not obtrude in muni- 
cipal matters. 

Addressing the Moose ‘Jaw grain 
growers, the premier re-affirmed his 
personal adherence to English Liberal 
fiscal policies, and professed himself 
a strong Gladstonian. He assured the 
grain. growers that their views were 
the government’s ultimate end, and 
regarding patronage he said that the 
civil service commission and the work 
of reform were only beginning, and 
“weintend to extend it to all parts of 
the service.”

One group’ noticed .that the 
Montreal train pulled out in charge 
of certain officials to the men tends 
to increase this feeling and it is said 
that the local leaders have written to 
the effect that if matters are not im- 
proved more speedily another strike 
may be expected. 

To Reinstate Them All

Much 
uneasiness is felt by the men, more 
particularly as regards their pensions, 
of which no mention was made. in 
the agreement.
